The 
first modern dentifrice ever pro- 
duced was made on the idea of 
perfecting a tooth preserver. This 
marked the beginning of all mod- 
ern dentifrices. The company that 
began to make it was capitalized 
for less than §5,000. and set up 
business on Washington Street on 
the edge of Greenwich Village in 
little old New York.
